ORDER. JANUARY 16..., 1918 
Following important order issued by Administrator Garfield:

Until further order of the United States Fuel Administrator, all 


persons selling fuel in whatever capacity shall give preference to or- 
ders for necessary requirements: 


A—Of railroads.

B—Of domestic consumers, hospitals, charitable 
institutions and 


army and navy 
cantonments. 


C—Of public utilities, telephones and telegraph plants. :• 
D—Of ships and vessels for bunker purposes. 
E 
Of the United States for strictly Governmental purposes, not in- 


including orders from or for factories or plants working on contracts for 
the United States. 


F—of municipal, county, state governments for necessary 
public 


uses. 


G—Of manufacturers of perishable food or of food necessary for 


immediate consumption. 


The order further provides that on January 18-19-20-21 
and 
22. 


1916, no fuel shall be delivered to any person, firm, association, or cor- 
poration for any uses or requirements not included in the foregoing list 
until the requirements included in the list shall have been first deliver- 
ed. 


On January 18-19-20-21 and 22, 1918, on each and every Monday be- 


ginning January 28, 1918, and continuing up to the including March 25. 
1918. no manufacturing plant shall burn fuel or use power derived from 
fuel for any purpose except: 


A—Such plants as from their nature must be continuously operat- 


ed seven days each week to avoid ssrious injury tn the plant itself or 
its contents.

on .1 holiday, they are permitted t-i issue one edition on the said Mon- 
days. 


£—Printing establishments which may burn fuel on January 18-19- 


20-21 
and 22 to such extent as is necessary to issue current numbers of 


magazines and other publications periodically issued. 


• O n each Monday, beginning January 21, 1918, and continuing up to 


and including Monday. March 25, 1918, no fuel shall be burned except 
to such extent as is necessary to prevent injury to property from freez- 
ing for the purpose of supplying heat for: 


A—Any business or profession j-ll offices except offices used by 


the United States, stnte, county, or municipal governments; transporta- 
tion companies or which are occupied by banks and trust companies or 
by physicians or dentists.

B—Wholesale or retail stores, or any other stores, business houses 


or building, whatever, except that for the purpose of selling food only, 
for which purposes stores may maintain necessary 
heat until 
twelve 


o'clock noon, and for the purpose of selling drugs and medical supplies 
only, stores may maintain necessary heat thruout the day and evening.^ 


C—Theatres, moving picture houses, bowling alleys, billiard rooms, 


private or public dance halls, or any other places of amusement. 


On the above specified Mondays, no fuel shall be burned for the 


purpose of heating rooms or buildings in which liquor is sold on these 
days.

No fuel shall be burnod on any of the foregoing specified Mondays 


for the purpose of supplying power for the movement of surface, ele- 
vated, subway or suburban cars, or trains in excess 
of the 
amount 


used on the Sundays previous thereto. 


The order provides that nothing in this orde1- shall be held to for- 


bid the burning of fuel to heat rooms or such portions of buildings as 


are used in connection with the production or distribution of fuel. 


The State Fuel Administrators are authorized by the order to issue 


orders on special applications for relief where necessary to prevent in- 
jury to health, or destruction of, or injury to, property by fire or freez- 


ing. 


The oder is effective in all of the territory of the United States, east 


of the Mississippi river, Including the whole of the states of Louisiana 
and Minnesota.

Churches may be permitted to run Sunday, provided they have fuel. 


The schools may run Friday and Tuesday provided they have fuel, but 


no fuel shall be delivered to either during these days. 


There are in the state of Ohio about 800 towns and villages with a 


population of loss than 5000. In 90% of these villages the 
business 


places are keeping open until a lat? hour at night, often until mid- 
night. 


Merchants of these towns are keeping open because of a long estab- 


lished custom and most of them would welcome an excuse for closing 
at 6 o'clock, except on Saturday. 


Delegate some one in every village in your county to make a patrio- 


tic appeal to business men to co-operate in closing their places of busi- 
ness every night at 6 o'clock, except Saturday night. 


An exception may be made in regard to restaurants, pool rooms and 


Saloons but these should co-operate to the extent of closing not later 
than 10:00 P. M.
